Many years ago there was a boy 
named Henry Ford. He lived on a farm. 
But he did not want to be a farmer. 
He thought it was more fun to play 
with tools and machines. 

Henry liked cars most of all. But in 
those days there were only a few cars. 
It took a long time to make one car. 
The price of cars was very high. 

Only rich people could buy them. 

When Henry grew up, he went into 
the business of making cars. 

Henry Ford thought about how much 
cars cost. He got an idea. 

Henry Ford said, “If I can make cars 
that cost less, the price will be lower. 
Then more people will be able to buy 
them. If more people buy cars, my 
factory can make a bigger profit.” 
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So Henry Ford started making a new 
kind of car. It was painted black and 
was very plain. It did not cost so much 














money. Other car makers said, 
“Henry Ford is silly! He wants to sell 
a car to every family.

But they were wrong and Henry Ford 
was right. Many people did buy his cars.

This 
cost less than making different parts 
for each car. 

How could he make his cars cost even *=— 
less? Henry Ford decided to divide the Pies 
labor. He thought and thought about it. 
Soon he had a plan. 





He gave each worker a special part 
of the car. Each worker learned how 
to put on his part. 

Each worker learned to do his 
special job very fast. 

Then Henry Ford told all the workers 
to stand in a long line. At one end of 
the line was a car. But it was not a 
whole car. It was only the bottom of 
a car. As the car moved down the line, 
each worker put on his special part. 

Some workers put on the bumpers. 

Some workers put on the doors. 

Some workers put on the lights.

By dividing the labor this new way, 
Henry Ford could make many more 
cars for less money.
